Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  you  Liy  /mnual  Report 
for  "the  year  ending  31st  Deceniber  1971.  A total  of  263  ships 
totalling  51,850  nee  registered  tonnage  entered  the  Port,  Of 
these,  12f3  vessels,  totalling  28,7^7  tons  were  from  foreign  Ports. 

The  chief  imports  \iere  gravel,  fertiliser  and  grain.  Principal 
exports  were  coke  breeze  and  milk  powder. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  in  general  on  ships 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  no  action  was  necessary  on  the  part 
of  the  Port  Health  Inspector  in  this  respect. 

As  in  previous  years,  members  of  tlie  Port  Health  Authority 
and  staff  were  taken  on  a tour  of  Port  Healtli  Authority’s  district 
and  after  luncheon  IdLndly  provided  by  the  Chairman,  the  party  visited 
Exeter  /mrport  and  v;as  taken  on  a tour  of  inspection  by  the  Manager, 
Hr.  H.  Ellis. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  this  Authority  for  the 
interest  they  have  shovm  in  the  v/ork  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 
during  the  year.

There  are  ho  buqys  situated  in  that  portion  of  the 
estuary  of*' the  Rivor  Exe  known  as  the  Bight,  to  v/hich 
all  ships  arriving  from  foreign  ports  make  fast  before 
boarding  by  H.M.  Customs  Officers,

Surveillance  and  follow-up  of  contacts  v;ill  bo  undertaknn 
by  the  Port  IJedical  Officer  whilst  the  ship  is  v;ithin  this 
District,  t/hero  the  ship  has  to  proceed  to  another  port  boforo 
the  expiration  of  the  period  of  surveillance,  the  contacts 
will  bo  given  letters  to  take  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of 
the  next  port  of  call,  informing  him  of  the  circumstances, 

( c ) Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  person  and  clothing  and 
other  articles. 


Disinfection  of  ships,  will,  when  nocess  'ly,  be  undertaken  by 
the  Port  Medical  Officer,  the  formaldehyde  method  being  used. 
Disinfection  of  clothing  or  bedding  may  bo  carried  out  at  the 
steam  disinfector  station  of  the  Exeter  City  Council, 

Cleansing  of  verminous  persons  will  bo  carried  out  by  the  Port 
Health  Inspector  on  the  ship  itsolf  and  the  clothing,  bedding  etc, 
removed  to  the  steam  disinfector  station  at  Exeter  for  steam 
disinfection.

3.  Doratting  of  ships  - the  Exetor  Port  Hoalth  Authority  is  not  a recognised 
Authority  for  this  purpose,  A ship  requiring  deratisationwould  be  referred 
to  the  Port  of  Pl3aaouth. 

4.  Progress  of  rat-proofing  of  ships  - tho  general  construction  of  tho  ships 
.and  nature  of  cargo  of  the  ships  using  this  Port  arc  not  conducive 

to  rat  breeding  and  other  than  efforts  to  maintain  a high  standard  of 
cleanliness,  no  action  appears  necessary.
